The “Relay” Piano 
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ndent writes: 

little time ago you gave a shor* 
count of Nelson’s Arch, at Castle 
Townshend. The following facts might 
interest your readers.. ' The Life of 
Nelson,” by Professor John Knox 
Laughton, from which evidently you 
quoted the inscription placed on the arch, 
says: 
“It would be quite impossible even to 
enumerate the many hundreds, if not 
thousands, of monuments which have been 
erected in different places through the 
country to commemorate the Battle of 
Trafalgar. A few only can be named— 
among them, as first in point of time, an 
arch standing on a high hill in the park 
of Castle Townshend, near Cork, and hav- 
ing the following inscription on a marble 
tablet : > 

‘“““This arch, the first monument 
erected to the memory of Nelson after the 
was sketched and 
planned by Captain Joshua Rowley Wat- 
son, R.N., and built by him and twelve 
hundred séa fencibles then under his 
command, assisted, by eight masons. It 
was erected in five hours on 10th Novem- 
ber, 1805.’ 

“ Many years ago this tablet was broken 
off, and has long since disappeared.” 

I have always heard, although there 1s 
nothing by which it can be substantiated, 
that it was at Castle Townshend the news 
of the Battle of Trafalgar was landed. 
and that it was sent by relays of post 
horses to Dublin, and thence to England. 
The story is, too, that Captain Watson's 
ship was anchored in the harbour at the 


time. 


| Che Rebuilding. 


The arch was pulled down completely 
on the night of 27th-28th of August, 1920. 
by per:ons unknown. “In 1926. volunteers 
were called for, and in two evenings, the 
22nd and 23rd April, after their ordinar 
day’s work was done, it was re-erect 
by seventeen men from the village and 
surrounding neighbourhood, without re. 
ward, within six hours. While the founda- 
tions were being prepared one of the 
original pennies was found, bearing the 
date 1805, which had been placed there 
when the first arch was e . ‘This was 
replaced at the time, with one.of King 
George V:, and later another one bearing 
the date 1926. , 

The arch, of which’ I enclose’ a photo- 
graph, was rebuilt entirely with stones 
of the first arch.

Without the sparkle of ‘wit satire may be 
dull almost to the point of boredom, and 
Mr. James B. Fagan is not distinguished for 
his wit. So it happens that ‘‘ The Improper 
Duchess,”’ which is at the Gaiety Theatre 
this week, largely fails in its satirical purpose.

King Augustus had visited America 
to dispose of concessions for the oil which 
had been discovered in his dominions. He 
had flown in his aeroplane to many of the 
most important cities, and had in each case 
given demonstrations of his prowess as a 
Ean, It remained for Washington, 

.C., to bring him to his senses, and to 
‘make him realise that he could not do with 
impunity there what was the most common 
item of his home life. He had to be taught 
that the purity of American morality had to 
be protected from the laxity of Furope, as 
the Rev. Adam Macadam so excellently 
pointed cut. 

Senator Corcoran and the Rev. Adam 
Macadam had crept along the balcony of 
their hotel and found his majesty dancing 
the “Black Bottom ’’ in his golden pyjamas 
before the cheval glass in the Duchess of 
Tann’s bedroom.

number of new effects also’ have 
become s possible, that were hitherto 
foreign to the piano. The : vibration 
of the strings can be : extended, 
giving an organ-like tone. and wider 
range. Only a very light touch is re- 
quired, and all sounds other than those 
produced by the string «vibrations are 
excised. The use of the pedals gives a 
remarkable variety of expression, while 
many people will be pleased to learn, I 
fancy, that it is possible to use ear- 
phones so that the player can hear his 
own music without disturbing his 
neighbours. The new instrument can be 
linked up with wireless and with grama- 
phone record apparatus, and, despite its 
great adaptability, is not much dearer 
than an ordinary upright piano.

Niki and his friend Max go to a beer- 
garden because Max wants to meet the young 
woman. who. conducts the orchestra there, 
but it is Niki who ‘“‘gets acquainted.’’ There 
is a delightful touch when Max is seen fol- 
lowing the pair carrying the violin-case, and 
looking very unhappy. Niki’s love affair 
with Piesisi progresses ranidly, but ‘it leads 
to’: its own frustration. From a téte-a-téte 
with Franzi, the Lieutenant is hastily sum- 
moned. to command the guard for the re- 
ception of the King and Princess Anna of 
Flausenthurm, who are cousins of the 
Austrian Emperor, and very conscious of 
their dignity. As Niki stands to attention, 
Franzi gazes enraptured from across the 
street; -she smiles,-and Niki returns the 
smile; but as the royal carriage passes Niki 
also winks. Royalty is offended—such 
familiarity from a simple lieutenant! The 
Princess Anna demands that Niki be taken 
to task for his apparent familiarity, and the 
King undertakes to deal with the situation. 
Niki smiles through it all; he wheedles the 
King into such good humour that a thousand 
kronen® note passes into his pocket. His 
interview with the Princess is even more 
propitiousy as. his explanation makes an 
avowal of her love for him inevitable. ‘A 
good thing for Flausenthurm, and a good 
thing for Austria,”’ says the Emperor, when 
giving his consent to the marriage, which 
was the last thing that Niki desired. 

RENUNCIATION. 


In dejection Niki returns to his apartments, 
to discover that Franzi has gone. She goes 
to Flausenthurm for the wedding, and Niki 
finds herin a local hotel, with her orchestra. 
He has her “arrested” so that he may see 
her alone; and it seems that the old relation 
Is to be renewed.

LECTURES.

Few have not been affected, directly or 
indirectly, by some aspect of. the world 
economic depression, the fall in prices, the 
gold situation, the unprecedented unemploy- 
ment, and the interest in economics has 
grown enormousrly in Ireland during the last 
few years, with an insistent demand for in- 
formation on the subject, more particularly 
in the remoter parts out of touch with the 
usual sources 4 knowledge. To meet this 
situation the .Barrington .Trustees, in con- 
sultation with the Council of the Statistical 
and Social Inquiry Society, have decided to 
appoint three lecturers for the current year, 
instead of one. 

This trust was founded 84 years ago by 
Mr. John Barrington, a Dublin manufacturer, 
for the purpose oí providing lectures on 
political economy in the towns and villages 
throughout Ireland. 

Mr. Joseph Johnston, M.A., Trinity Col- 
lege; Dublin, will lecture in the Provinces of 
Leinster and Connaaght and in the Free 
State Counties of Ulster; Mr. Joseph Lem- 
berger, M.A. (Oxon), of Queen’s University, 
Belfast, will lecture in Northern Ireland; and 
Professor John Busteed, M.Comm., Univer- 
sity College, Cork, will lecture in the Pro- 
vince of Munster.

MUSIC OF CZECH 
COMPOSERS. 


THE PRAGUE STRING 
QUARTET. 


——-@ 


The Prague String Quartet, which gave 
recitals fer the Royal Duvliw Society at balis 
bridge yesteruay, may be regarded as a suc- 
cessor to the Bohemian String Quartet, which, 
in a not distant past, mot omy was held in 
high esteem for its periormances, but also 
did much to advance a general appreciation 
of Czech musical activity. in yesterdays 
programme the Prague Quartet  incluaed 
works by Smetana, Joseph Suk and Novak, 
three eminent representatives of the Czech 
musical rennaissance, of which, indeed, 
Snietana was the leader. 

The Smetana work was the celebrated 
quarlet, ‘Aus meinem Leben” (“ Chapters 
from: my Life Stery’’). As i came at the 
end of the afternevon programme, which had 
already run the ordinary length of a recital, 
many people had te leave and miss the per- 
formance. That was a pity; for it was an 
exceileut performance, ‘mspired, one would 
say, by reverence for the composer's memory. 
It clinched the audience’s judgment cf the 
Prague Quartet as one of the most accom- 
plished quartet groups heard here for a long 
time. It reminded me. frequentiy of the 
Lener Quartet when that celebrated com- 
bination came beiore the public first. It 
manifested the same perfection of agreement 
and common action, and a similar smoothness 
of combined tone. In the quartet by Joseph 
Suk that smoothness was-apt to be cloying, 
but there the fault was not that of the per- 
formers. Suk s music, exuding beauty at 
avery point, was deficient in variety. 

One movement of strongly marked rhythm 
would have made the quartet a work to he 
remembered. with unqualified admiration. In 
later years Suk developed a style of com- 

sition marked by sharply modern accents. 
The work played yesterday, the composer s 
op. 11, belongs to his first period, when he 
still kept close to classical forms while infus- 
ing some individuality of tone. 

Before the quartet in B major, a shorter 
work by Suk was played. It was the ‘‘ Medi- 
tation on the old Czech chorale, “St. 
Wenceslas,” which was written at a time 
of national! te] during the Great War. 

In the middle of such a programme a 
Beethoven quartet-—-the ‘second of the 
Rasoumowsky set of three—had less than its 
usual effect. The Prague Quartet’s distinctive 
treatment of the work made the music at 
times seem unexpectedly modern in style.

hand, the Republic’s financial position is 
passing from bad to worse owing to the 
steady decline in the value of domestic 
bonds. So acute, indeed, has the position 
become that. the Chinese banks, according 
to present caleulations, will not be able 
to finance the Government’s immediate 
needs after next month. Such a financial 
stringency suggests that China must defer 
to her powerful neighbour; for the lack 
of money must force the Government 
either to reduce its military expenditure 
or to cut down the service on its domestic

Late last night a platoon of the list 
Worcester Regiment was hurried to Dart- 
moor in motor lorries and posted on sentry 
duty on all the roads near the prison. 

Barricades were erected on al; the roads 
leading from Princetown to Exeter and on 
by-roads, The sentries were posted at 
special barricades, with loaded rifles and 
with bayonets fixed. Their orders were 
that no one was to pass the barricades 
without being closely scrutinised, and that 
all papers should be examined. 

At every outpost two policemen were oa 
duty, and other troops were posted at 
strategic points in and around the prison. | 

A reporter was officially informed that 
everything ‘was quiet in the prison itself. 
and that these precautions had been taken 
at the request of a Home Office official. 

The arrival of the soldiers created alarm 
in the village. It was at first believed 

that the convicts had broken loose once 
more, but a message was sent t» reassure 
the villagers. 

Dartmoor Prison was the centre of a 

military cordon. Not only were all ap- | 
proaches guarded by a hundred soldiers | 
of the Worcestershire Regiment, but three 
roads were barricaded. 
Mr. 8S. N. Roberts, the Governor, when 
asked why the roads were barricaded, re- 
plied: “ Don’t forget that Jackson, when

A machine-gun squad has been posted on

LATEST PARTICULARS OF 
OUTBREAK. 


The Home Office yesterday afternoon 
issued the following statement :— 

“It is now possible to give further 
details about the outbreak at Dartmoor 
yesterday, 

“At 9.30 a.m., when about 350 prisoners 
were assembled in readiness té be 
marched to the chapel Services, disorder 
broke out. The prison staff attempted to 
induce the men to return to their cells, . 
and a number did so. Others, however, 
attacked the Governor's office, where were 
the Governor, the Deputy-Governor and 
the Assistant Commissioner of Prisons. 
Colonel! Turner. Colonel Turner went out 
and endeavoured to address the prisoners, 
but was unable to get a hearing, and. 
violeuce being threatened, several of the 
convicts intervened for his protection. 

‘Prisoners broke into the Governor’s 
office through the window, and the ‘situa- 
tion was such that the Governor thonght 
it necessary to telephone for assistance to 
the Plymouth police, the Devon County 
police and the military authorities.

FURTHER LIGHT ON THE 
EVOLT 


Telephoning from Princetown, a ré- 
Porter says:—It became known in Prince- 
town last night that at the height of the 
riot two or three of the convicts shouted, 
“ Get their guns,” and made a dash at 
the warders and attempted to wrest their 
carbines from them. This manceuvre, 
however, was not followed up by any 
targe body of convicts, and the two or 
three immediately concerned were beaten 
off by warderr, who rushed to their com- 
rades’ assistance. 

A tense atmiosphere prevailed at the 
prison yesterday, and to meet the up- 
usual situation the authorities made a 
temporary alteration in routine, with the 
object of preventing convicts from form- 
ing contact in large bodies. The prisoners 
took their exercise in small parties, and 
the nsua] labour programme had been re- 
vised. Sunday night passed without dis- 
turbance, and officers who came off duty 
‘soon’ after’ 7 o'clock spoke with relief 
of @ quiet watch. 


TRIBUTE TO OFFICIALS, 


At daylight yesterday smoke still was 
rising from the burnt block of buildings, 
and convicts could be seem working on the 
ruins. When Mr. Roberts. the Governor, 
left the prison to cross to his house early 
in the morning, he looked worried. “I 
can make no statement at the moment.”’ 
he said to a reporter. ‘‘ All I can say 
is that the prison officers behaved splen- 
didly at a time of acute emergency.” 
Mr. Alexander Paterson, His Majesty's 
Commissioner of Prisons, who arrived at 
the prison early yesterday, said later: 
“The men are in their cells, and every- 
thing is quiet and orderly. The situation 
is under complete control, and there are 
no sérious casualties,’’ 


CAUSE OF OUTBREAK. 


Giving his views on the cause of the 
outbreak, one of the prison officers yester- 
day said :—' The increase of liberty and 
movement granted to the prisoners in re- 
cent. years has given the toughest cus- 
tomers more opportunity of ‘ grousing ' 
and plotting. It is not so many years 
since prisoners would have been amazed 
at the concessions which have been con- 
ferred on the present inmates "

Mr. Lo Wen- 
Kan, the Minister of Justice, who is a 
graduate of Oxford University, has been 
appointed Acting Foreign Minister, in 
succession to Mr. Eugene Chen. 

Owing to the change in the situation 
brought about by the withdrawal of the 
Chinese regular troops from Manchuria, 
leaving only bandits and irregulars to be 
dealt with, the War Office (according to a 
Tokyo message) announces that the 
Emperor's sanction has been obtained for 
the recall of certain troops and guns. 


LEAGUE COUNCIL 
STATEMENTS. 


INQUIRY COMMISSION 
DELAY CRITICISED. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Monday. 

The Manchurian question, which has 
already occupied two long meetings of the 
League Council, was again considered at 
the meeting which opened here to-day. 

Mr. Yen (China), in the course of a 
long speech, said that about 200,000 square 
miles of Chinese territory, with a Chinese 

pulation of more than 20,000,000, had 
ba seized and occupied by Japanese 
troops. The League Council had unani- 
mously passed two resolutions for the solu- 
tion of the question, each predicated upon 
a solemn promise by Japan to withdraw 
her troops as rapidly as possible. That 
promise had been broken. 

After destroying the last remaining 
authority of the Chinese Government in 
Manchuria, Mr. Yen declared, Japan was 
invading the province of Jehol, and was 
endangering Central and, even, Southern 
China. 

The latest threat was to occupy Foo- 
chow and Shanghai. 

The League Commission to inquire into 
the situation on the spot would not reach 
Manchuria until April at the earliest. 

“My Government cannot but view with 
the keenest disappointment,’’ declared Mr. 
Yen, “ both the delay in starting and 
the declared intention not to proceed by 
the quickest route to the invaded and 
devastated territory.’’ 


JAPAN’S REPLY. 


Mr. Sato, replying on behalf of Japan, 
declared emphatically that Japan would 
uphold the policy of the open door in 
Manchuria, and had no territorial ambi- 
tions. She was determined to make Man- 
churia a country which Chinese, as well as 
Japanese and Nationals of other coun- 
tries, could develop in peace and 
security. 

Explaining the position at Chinchow, 
and the reasons for the Japanese advance, 
Mr. Sato said that, having begun to wipe 
out the scourge of banditry, the Japanese 
could not stop half-way in their task. 

The situation at Shanghai, he admitted, 
was very critical; but, he said, the sys- 
tematic incitement of the masses, which 
was being persistently pursued by the 
Chinese authorities, was the source and 
origin of the trouble. 

Japan had proposed a frank exchange 
with China to arrive at a settlement of 
all outstanding questions. China had re- 
jected these overtures, and had stirred 
up a popular agitation that was un- 
equalled for its violence. 

Mr. Yen‘declared caustically that, no 
doubt, Japan believed in the open door 
policy in Manchuria; but, as somebody 
had said, the door would be so crowded 
with Japanese getting in that nobody else 
would be able to pass. 

At eight o'clock M. Paul-Boncour, who 
is acting as President, adjourned the sit- 
ting till to-morrow morning.

THE CABINET’S 
EXPERIMENT. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—The reception of the Cabinet's 
agreement to differ over the extension of 
tariffs goes far to justify the claim of 
Ministers that their action responds to the 
will of the nation and the needs of the 
time. They may well be encouraged not 
only by the volume of active support, but 
also by the character of the criticism which 
their announcement has aroused. 

In the first place, adds The Times, 
valuable as tariffs may be in confirming 
the balance of Budgets, they are no 
adequate substitute for retrenchment, and 
in the matter of devising and enforcing re- 
trenchment there can be no doubt what- 
ever of the hearty collaboration of the dis- 
sentient Mimsters, nor can any Govern- 
ment afford lightly to dispense with those 
who have the courage to share the respon- 
sibility for so invidious a task. 

In the second place, the Government are 
now engaged in pursuing their most 
difficult task of simultaneously repressing 
sedition and developing responsible self- 
government in India. There is not the 
slightest doubt that resignations, even 
though wholly unconnected with Indian 
policy, would be assiduously misinter- 
preted by those whose interest it is to pre- 
tend that the views of British Ministers on 
this subject have changed, or are now at 
variance. 


INTERNATIONAL DEBTS. 


In the third place, it can hardly be 
denied that neither the balance of our 
Budgets nor the future of our industries 
will be secure until the overshadowing 
problem of international debts has been 
solved. Lastly, even in the matter of 
tariffs, the opposition of dissentient 
Ministers cannot be founded upon rigid 
adherence to free trade doctrines, regard- 
less of nt or future facts.

“I can truly say,” declared Lord 
Willingdon, “ that during these past 
months all the officers of the Government 
have endeavoured, in spite of great diffi- 
culties, to carry out in the spirit and in 
the letter the obligations involved in the 
Delhi settlement. 

“ 1t was, however, soon clear to myself 
and to my colleagues that the attitude 
assumed by Congress throughout the 
country was to regard the settlement not 
as a settlement at all, but as a means for 
consolidating their position and for making 
preparations for a further attack on the 
constitutional authority: 


OVERTURES IGNORED. 


““ We spared no effort in our attempts to 
persuade the responsible leaders of Con- 
gress to abandon activities which we were 
convinced could lead only to disaster. 
Our efforts were ignored or rejected. 
have appealed for co-operation personally 
from the leader of the Congress Party 
and many of his followers. ' 

“IT am conscious of no deviation by 
myself or by my Government from the 
path of conciliation until Congress had 
themselves wantonly torn up the path by 
a declaration of their purpose to extend 
their activities throughout the length and 
hreadth of India, and by a revival of 
civil disobedience to cripple ad- 
ministration. 

“ No Government worth the name could 
hesitate to accept this challenge. Failure 
to do so would, indeed, make all govern- 
ment in this country impossible. 

“There can be no compromise in this 
matter. There can be no relaxation of 
the measures now in force against civil 
disobedience so long as-the circumstances 
exist which make them necessary. ' 


ECONOMIC RECOVERY. 


An encouraging account of the financial] 
and economic position of India was given 
by the Viceroy, who declared, referring 
to the currency position: ‘‘I am satisfied 
that the position is not only sound and 
healthy, but that we are now justified 12 
cherishing and spreading abroad a new

In his survey Lord Willingdon pointed 
to the activity of Indian industry, and 
claimed that the linking of the rupee to 
sterling had been to the benefit of India.

DEBATES IN DAIL 
AND SENATE. 


THE REAL ISSUE. 
From a CORRESPONDENT. 


you were good enough to allow me, at 

various stages of the Government's 
traffic bills, to express in your columns, 
as one chiefly interested in the railways, 
my opinion on the defects, as well as the 
possibilities, of those measures. From 
the beginning it seemed to me deplorable 
that a vital business problem, affecting 
the private property of owners, of all 
classes of investor, in every part of 
Ireland, should, on the eve of a general 
election, be made a shuttlecock im the 
interplay of political parties. 

With a few unimportant exceptions, the 
railways have been built by the money of 
shareholders, including many small in- 
vestors, and many religious and charitable 
institutions. It is.gurely regrettable that 
the treatment of their property should be 
made to depend on political considerations, 
The whole course of the parliamentary de- 
bates, and not least the latest debates 
in the Senate, have strongly confirmed me 
in this opinion. 


DESIGNED TO HELP. 


Having regard to his attitude on the 
amendments proposed in the railways’ in- 
terest, I was amazed at thé declaration of 
Mr. McGilligan, that he is really a friend 
of the railways, and that his bills are de- 
signed to help the railway company. He 
is an honourable man, and I have no doubt 
of his sincerity; but he provokes me to 
quote the old-time phrase— 


** It is all very well to dissemble your love, 
But why do you kick me downstairs? ”’ 


His bills permit all road goods-carrying 
opponents of the railways to run free and 
wild, while, at the same time, the leading 
strings with which his Ministry and the 
Railway Tribunal restrain the railways 
from exercising freedom of action, are made 
secure. It is true that he indicates that 
when the bills are passed, and the powers 
they confer on him are in his hands, he 
will favour the interests of the two rail- 
way companies and the Dublin Tramways 
Company in the latter’s special area—but, 
mark you, only on the road. Sir John 
Griffith aptly described the bills as, in his 
opinion, measures for promoting transfer 
of traffic from rail to road. Yet we are 
told the bills are friendly to the railways! 


SENATOR BROWN’S LETTER. 


I have perused and re-perused with 
care, and with the respect due to his 
repute, the letter of Senator Brown, K.C. 
It reveals him as an unswerving supporter 
of the Ministry, and it proves that the 
ability to make the worse appear the 
better reason has not deserted him. I see 
a reply from the railwa company in your 
columns, which undoubtedly clears the air 
on the really serious aspects of the rail- 
way position, and which leaves no doubt 
open as to the real end unremedied 
grievances of the railways. It is to be 
regretted that Senator Brown, instead of 
addressing himself to these grievances, 
adopted the nisi prius role of obscuring 
the issue, and of making reflection on the 
opponents’ attorney.

vention. I do not believe that the rail- 
ways would ever be in the position in 
which they are now.” Further, Senator 
Bagwell said, ‘‘ If the railways were to 
cease to function, all the traffic would 
have to go on the roads. I do not know 
whether people visualise what that would 
mean. It would mean a stream of "buses 
and lorries; a less efficient service to a 
great extent. It would mean an enormous 
increase in the cost of road maintenance.”’ 
Yet. Mr. McGilligan’s policy permits and 
develops road services. 


THE AMENDMENTS. 


Senator Bagwell also said, “‘If it (the 
bill) is improved in committee to the fur- 
ther advantage of the railways, I shall 
be pleased. It remains to be seen what 
practical amendments can be brought for- 
ward.’’ The practical amendments are 
hefore the Senate. What will he their 
fate depends upon the Government and 
the Senators. “I do not believe,” added 
Senator Bagwell, ‘‘ in Government inter- 
ference in business. The phrase, the 
‘dead hand of the State,’ did not obtain 
the vogue it had without some reason. It 
is not the function of the Government to 
handle things of this kind in an opera- 
tive way.”

For the first time in any court outside 
Austria and Germany the Bernstein blood test 
was brought forward as evidence m a case 
heard on appeal in the Dublin Circuit Court 


The case was that m which Michael Bruen 
(65), building contractor, Mohill, Co. Leitrim, 
appealed from a decision of District Justice 
Reddin, who made an order for the payment 
by the appellant of 8s. a week towards the 
maintenance of the child of Christina 
McGovern (20), a domestic servant, of Leixlip. 

Counsel for Mr. Bruen argued that the test 
carried out in the presence of the solicitors 
on both sides showed clearly that his client 
could not have been the father of the child, 
and after hearing the testimoney of Dr. C. C. 
Dockeray, Dr. Stephens, Fitzwilham square, 
and the State Pathologist, Dr. M‘Grath. 

The Judge said that he had come to the 
conclusion that the decision of the District 
Justice could not be supported on the evidence 
before him. He accordingly reversed the 
decision, with the usual costs.

Mr. F. Gallagher was present, and with 
his lady secretary occupi a seat beside 
his counsel. Mr. Ro Brennan, the 
secretary of the Irish Press Co., was also 
present in Court. | i 

At the outset a formal plé of “not 
guilty ”’ was entéred by counsel for accused: 

There were four counts, and they referred 
to articles which appeared in the J7ish 
Presa on three dates in December last, and 
one in the early part of the present month. 
it was decided at the opening of the Court 
that as the charges against both defen- 
dants were the same the two cases should 
be heard simultaneous!

The first count ig :—‘' That the Irish 
Press, Lid., on the 22nd day of December, 
1931, in the City of Dublin, seditiously 
printed in a newspaper entitled the Irish 
Press a seditious Irbel Panne | the Go- 
vernment of Saorstat Eireann. intended 
to bring the administration of the law into 
disrepute, and to ‘scamdalise.and vilify the 
said Government of Saorstat Eireann and 
the Garda Siochana.’’’

General, had been committed, but also by 
reason of the responsibility or the claim 
for responsibility made by the defendants. 
“I think I am justified in saying, added 
Mr. Lavery, “that the present defendants 
claim to occupy a position of mach greater 
responsibility than any accused person who 
has yet appeared before this tribunal, and 
it will be iny duty te submit to the Court 
that the gravity of their offence is greatly | 
increased, not only by such responsibility 
and influence as they actually possess, but 
by the responsible position they claim to 
occnpy— the influence they claim to exercise, 
and for my part I do not deem # necessary 
to differentiate between the two defen- 
dants.”’ 

Mr. Lavery suggested that although the 
Court would consider the criminal character 
of each of these publications separately, it 
would have regard to the series of articles as 
showing that no one article was published 
by inadvertence, and that no one article re- 
presented a separate or distinct act, but that 
the four articles represented a studied course 
course of conduct, 

Continaing, counsel said that the Saorstat, 
like any other civilised community, had a 
code of law, and that Jegal code of law was 
a code of faw administered in England and 
Ireland during the period of English govern- 
ment in Ireland. e Saorstat had made its 
own laws oh the English legal system. 

Counsei then referred to a statement made 
by Lord Holi, in which 
basis of any Government in a civilised com- 
munity depended on being protected from 
attacks upon rt. 

Accepting that as the basis of the crime oí 
seditious libel, said Mr. Lavery, it would be

PUBLIC NECESSITY. 

Continuing, Mr. Gallagher said that he had 
been cennected with journalism for nineteer 
years. “The Irish Press did not believe’ in 
force, but believed that there was a politica! 
way out of all difficulties. The only reasons 
he wrote the leading articles as he did was 
that he was animated by a publit necessity 
He did not see anything wrong in asking the 
Ministry to exertise its disciplinary powers.

From Our Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 

HE Northern Senate will meet at 
College Green to-morrow, when the 
principal business to come before the 
House will be the Valuation Acts Amend- 
ment Bill, the most severely criticised 
measure that has ever come before the 
Belfast Parliament. There has been no 
diminution in the cofidemnation of the 
bill, notwithstanding the efforts of 
members of the Cabinet to smooth away 
difficulties and “ make the rough places 
plain.” According to the resolutions of 
almost every public board in the province, 

the bill is not wanted by the people. 
The second reading of the bill will be 
moved by Mr. Long, deputy leader of the 
Senate, and it is thought probable that 
Mr. H. M. Pollock, the Minister of 
Finance, will be present during the debate 
to give any explanations that may be neces- 
sary. Naturally, there will be a number 
of amendments—both by the Government 
and by individual members—and it may be 
that some of these will make the measure 
more in consonance with the wishes of the 
critics. Should the debate be protracted, 
Wednesday will also be given to the dis- 
cussion, and the Committee stage will be 

adjourned until Tuesday of next week. 


THE BORDER AND TRADE. 


The Ulster commercial travellers have 
special means of knowing how the border, 
with: its Customs and restrictions, has 
injured trade relationships between the 
Six Counties and the Free State. In con- 
sequence of these results several important 
industrial concerns in the North have 
established branches in Southern Ireland, 
with consequent gain to the Free State. 
The distributing otal which used to 
be virtually a monopoly of Belfast firms, 
has declined considerably, and in other 
directions the North has felt the cold wind 
of adversity. 

Attention was drawn to this question at 
the meeting of the North and West of 
Ireland Commercial Travellers’ Associa- 
tion last Saturday, when Mr. Fred Storey 
referred to the fiscal difficulties which, he 
declared, “ have destroyed much of the 
business which travellers used to do with 
the Free State.” He pointed out that at 
present two Free State representatives 
were in Great Britain trying to negotiate 
terms over the new fiscal system, and he 
hoped that there would be someone in the 
Northern Government who would take an 
interest in the conversations and see that 
something is done to remove existing dis- 
advantages. 


NORTHERN BUILDING PROSPECTS. 


The prospects for the building trade in 
Belfast at present are obscure. The period 
for the Government subsidy grants will 
expire at the end of March, and no in- 
timation has yet been given as to whether 
the Government intends to continue these 
concessions for another year. The result 
is that builders are hesitating to under- 
take additional responsibilities, but it is 
believed that a scheme will be sanctioned 
which will permit of subsidies being given, 
provided that the dwellings erected are let 


to tenants instead of being sold, as is the 


existing custom. 

Moreover, the “ submerged tenth ”’ of 
the Belfast population has still to be con- 
sidered. his unfortunate clags—the 
poorest of the poor—has never come under 
any of the building schemes, and the 
housing problem can never be solved so 
long as thousands of the waifs and strays 
of industrial depression are existing in 
slums. It has been suggested by Cor- 
poration officials acquainted wi the 
situation that houses should be built to 
meet the family needs of these people, 
even if they have to be let at uneconomic 
rents. 


THE TARIFF PROBLEMS. 


The decision of the National Govern- 
ment not to impose a tariff on foreign 
méat, including pig products, beef, mut- 
ton, lamb, etc., will cause deep disap- 
pointment to the agricultural community 
in Northern Ireland. Resolutions have 
been passed by our farming organisations 
calling for protection for this particular 
branch of industry, but it is evident that 
the interests of Ulster do not harmonise 
with those of Great Britain. The lish 
people are jealous of their b ast- 
table, and will allow no interference with 
their food supplies. Thus foreign bacon 
will be dum in the United Kingdom 
as freely as ever, and Ulster farmers 
must look towards the Free State for 
gn expanded market with enhanced prices. 


: 


The duty on foreign bacon enterin 
Southern Ireland has already benefi 
Northern farmers, the prices having sub- 
stantially advanced, while there has been 
an increased demand. 

It is proposed that a tariff of 10 
per cent. be placed on imported butter 
and eggs, but this will not make much 
difference to the Six Counties. The 
province can use up all its own butter, 
but it may share in any increased price 
of eggs in the cross-Channel markets, 
where millions of eggs are consigned 
year from Belfast harbour. Ireland will 
have to get busy with modern methods. 
It seems unreasonable that this country, 
with its great natural advantages, should 
take second place to Denmark in agricul- 
tural pursuits. 


MUSIC IN THE NORTH. 


The popular orchestral concerts in 
Belfast, promoted by the City Council and 
the Y.M.C.A., in co-operation with the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, are 
doing much to educate the public taste in 
good music. The programmes are care- 
fully chosen, with a view to making a wide 
appeal, but every item is worth its place, 
and large audiences gather to hear them 
played by the Belfast Wireless Symphony 
Orchestra, under the direction of Mr. E. 
Godfrey Brown, who, it may be mentioned, 
is also the conductor of the Belfast Phil- 
harmonic Society. 

On Saturday last “Four Irish Sketches,” 
by Dr. E. Norman Hay, a former Feis 
Ceoil prize-winner, were played by the 
orchestra, with the composer conducting. 
Three of the sketches were performed last 
year, but the fourth, “ The Third Tree of 
Garvagh,’’ was heard for the first time, 
It is based on well-known Irish melodies, 
and some of its passages are vividly 
reminiscent of a Twelfth of July celebra- 
tion. Effective and colourful; it is a 
realistic little bit of Ulster, and proved 
very popular with the audience. The other 
sketches are well contrasted, the “‘ Lough- 
side’’ tonal picture being in peaceful 
mood, while ‘‘ The Gemsfolk Make 
Merry ” has a gay dance theme. The suite 
makes an interesting contribution to 
Ulster orchestral music. 


COMPLAINTS ABOUT FILMS. 


The agitation to establish a film censor- 
ship in Belfast is growing in intensity. 
The question has been raised several times 
in the Northern Senate by Mr. T. J. Camp- 
bell, K.C., but the official answer, that 
films are examined by the British Board 
of Film Censors, has been deemed sufficient 
by the authorities. A similar answer has 
been given by the responsible Committee 
of the City Council to complaints, but the 
dissatisfaction still remains. At the 
Belfast Cathedral yesterday the Rev. W. 
Popham Hosford condemned suggestive 
films from Hollywood, which he described 
as “ the home of vicious impurity, which, 
he said, defiled the eyes, ears, and the 
very innermost souls of their growing 
children and young people. The menace 
of a number of new films which were com- 
ing from America, declared Mr. Hosford, 
was very great, and what they needed in 
this country was a strong, healthy public 
opinion and a strong representative Board 
of Censors. 


BELFAST CENTENARIAN. 


It is interesting to note that Belfast’s 
distinguished centenarian, Miss Jane 
Elizabeth Bruce, of ‘‘ The Farm,”’ a de- 
lightful estate in the heart of the city, is 
taking advantage of the present spell of 
pleasant weather and going about a good 
deal. She celebrated her hundredth birth- 
day on the 18th inst., and since then she 
has been frequently seen ey about, 
On Saturday she visited the Municipal 
Museum and Art Gallery at Botanic 
Gardens, and greatly enjoyed the educa- 
tional films which were screened in the 
Lecture Hall. She was accompanied by 
her niece, Miss Hutton, and was received 
by Mr. Arthur Deane, the Curator of the 
institution. Miss Bruce also visited the 
Art Gallery on Thursday. She takes a 
lively interest in the affairs of the city, 
and is fully informed regarding political 
and industrial problems.
